357, Senate Office Building g, Senator James O. Eastland, chairman, 

presiding. 


Also present: Robert Morris, chief counsel; J. G. Sourwine, asso- 
ciate counsel; William A. Rushe “r, associate counsel; Benjamin Man- 
del, research director and Frank W. Schroeder, chief investigator. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Infante, will you step forward, please, and your 
counsel ? 

Chairman Easrtanp. Do you solemnly swear the testimony you 
are about to give the Internal Security Subcommittee is the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Inranrte. I do. 

Mr. Morris. Senator Eastland, before commencing the hearing 
this morning, I would like to re sad into the record a resolution of the 
Communist Party at the 16th convention. ‘This is from one of the 
main political resolutions adopted February 9-12, 1957: 

To end its isolation and expand its mass work, the main task of the party 
today is to overcome completely the infiuence of left-sectarian estimates, poli- 
cies, and tactics in all fields of work * * * This effort has been underway in 
the party particularly since the end of 1952. Following the results of the 1952 
elections, the national committee began a serious struggle against left-sectar 
ianism as the main danger in our mass work. This found expression: * * * in 
serious efforts to influence the left-led unions to reenter the mainstream of the 
labor movement * * * 

Now, Senator, we also have available the testimony which indi 
cates that i in 1952, after an article by John W illic amson, who was one 
of the Communist Party officials who has since been deported—I 
believe he is now in England—that the position of the Communist 
Party is to give up its leftwing unions and, as much as possible, to 
try to get back into the mainstream of the labor movement. And, as 
an example, this man pointed out the farm equipment workers, which 
had been isolated as a Communist union, have now been absorbed, 
and the people in that union have been absorbed by the United Auto 
Workers. 

This morning, Senator, we have three people—when we decide 
to subpena them—who at that time were representatives of the LAM, 
that is, the International Association of Machinists, which is an 
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AFL-CIO union. The first of these three is Mr. Infante, who has 
just been sworn.

TESTIMONY OF JOSEPH CLEMENTE INFANTE, ACCOMPANIED BY 
DAVID SCRIBNER, ESQ. 


Mr. Morris. Now, Mr. Infante, will you tell us what your position 
is now? 

Mr. Inrante. I am a special representative of the International 
Association of Machinists. 

Mr. Morris. In that capacity, what do you do, as a special repre- 
sentative of the International Association of Machinists ? 

Mr. Inrante. I service shops and organize new shops. 

Mr. Morris. I wonder if you would give us a description, a short 
description, of your work? 

Mr. Inrante. Well, I handle the grievances, when I am called in 
to handle them under the contracts—the third step—and organize 
clients that are unorganized, or plants that are in other unions that 
can come into the LAM. 

Mr. Morris. Now, what plants do you now organize? 

Mr. Inranre. I am organizing at the present time the Fort Ed- 
ward-Hudson Falls General Electric plant in Fort Edward and 
Hudson Falls. 

Mr. Morris. In Fort Edward? 

Mr. Inrante. Fort Edward and Hudson Falls. 

Mr. Morris. Hudson Falls. Where are those plants? 

Mr. Inrante. New York State. 

Mr. Morris. Upper New York State? 

Mr. Inrante. That is right. 

Mr. Morris. Near what large city ? 

Mr. Inrante. Right about 50 miles from Schenectady. 

Mr. Morris. What was your last assignment as a labor organizer, 
prior to this one with the [AM? 

Mr. Inrante. I was field organizer for the electrical workers. 

Mr. Morris. Have you been a member of the North Philadelphia 
sector of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to avail myself of the privilege of the 
fifth amendment. 

Chairman Eastianp. Are you a Communist at this time, sir? 

Mr. Inrante. I am not a Communist at this time. 

Chairman Easttanp. Were you a Communist on yesterday ? 

Mr. Inrante. I never said I was a Communist, Senator. I just 
said—— 

Chairman Easttanp. Answer my question. Did you belong to the 
Communist Party on yesterday ? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Chairman Easttanp. Were you a member of the Communist Party 
at 9 o’clock last night? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 
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Mr. Morris. Now, were you an organizer in the Proctor shop in 
Philadelphia during the vears 1944 and 1945? 

Mr. Inranre. I helped to organize the shop when I worked there. 
I organized the Proctor Electric Co., not the Proctor & Schwartz. 

Mr. Morris. Were you a Communist at that time? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Morris. During the years 1946 to 1949 were you an accredited 
organizer for Buffalo—— 

Mr. Inrante. I worked for the UE during that time; yes. 

Mr. Morris. Were you a member of the Communist Party at that 
time? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Morris. You attended and actively participated in subdistrict 
meetings of the Buffalo Communist Party; did you not? 

Mr. Inranrte. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Morris. Did you not present the main report to a Communist 
Party convention in Buffalo? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Morris. Did you participate in a picketing of the office of the 
United States Immigration Office, which picketing was organized and 
let by functionaries of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to ask counsel. 

Mr. Morris. Especially on March 3, 1948. 

Mr. Inrante. The way the question is put to me, I would have to 
use the privilege of the fifth amendment. If the question was put 
to me—— 

Mr. Morris. All right; did you participate in the picketing of the 
office of the United States Immigration Department ? 

Mr. Inrante. Yes; I helped to picket there with the stewards of 
the UE shop in the Weetingfionss dant. Buffalo. 

Mr. Morris. Why did you picket the oflice of the United States Im- 
migration Department ? 

Mr. Inrante. The local stewards body at that time acted to picket 
there in support of the labor leader at that time, and I went along 
with them. Asa person who was serving the local at that particular 
time, I went with them to walk the picket line. 

Mr. Morris. Who was the labor leader involved ? 

Mr. Inrante. Charles Doyle. 

Chairman EastLtanp. Who? 

Mr. Morris. Charles Doyle. 

Mr. Mandel is our research director. Mr. Mandel, do you have any- 
thing as to Charles Doyle? 

Mr. Manoet. As I recall, he was under charges as a Communist. | 
believe he was a deportation case. 

Mr. Morris. Can you tell us anything about that, Mr. Infante ? 

Mr. Inrante. The only thing 1 know, at the time 1 walked the 
picket line with the stewards from the Westinghouse plant, he was a 
representative of the International Chemical and Oil Workers, I think, 
around in that area; that is all I know of him. 
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Chairman Easrianp. Did you know why he was being deported ? 

Mr. Inrante. I did not know why. It was local union action, as 
I said, taken by the local to picket the building. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know a man named Fred Gardner, who was 
a Communist member from 1933 to 1955, and an FBI informant? 
Are you acquainted with Fred Gardner? 

Mr. Inrante. In the light of the way the question was raised I 
would like to use the privilege of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Morris. I will reframe the question. Do you know Fred 
Gardner ? 

Mr. Inrante. No. 

Mr. Morris. You do not know Fred Gardner? 

Mr. Inrante. No, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Have you ever attended a meeting with Fred Gardner? 

Mr. Inrante. I would like to use the privilege of the fifth amend- 
ment on that question. 

Mr. Morris. Do you know that he has testified that you have been 
active in the Communist Party? Do you know that? 

Mr. Inrante. No, I do not. 

Mr. Morris. I think I have no more questions of this witness. 

Mr. Sourwine, do you have any questions 

Mr. Sourwine. No. 

Chairman Eastianp. You may stand aside. 

Mr. Morris. Your other witness, Mr. Scribner. 

Chairman Eastianp. Hold up your hand, please, sir. 

Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are about to give 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee will be the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Juoenez. I do, sir. 

Chairman Eastianp. Proceed, Mr. Morris. 


TESTIMONY OF MICHAEL A. JIMENEZ, ACCOMPANIED BY DAVID 
SCRIBNER, ESQ. 


Mr. Monnts. Will you give your name and address to the re- 
porter ¢ 

Mr. Jimenez. Michael A. Jimenez, J-i-m-e-n-e-z, Lake Delta, West 
Branch, N. Y. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Jimenez, where were you born ¢ 

Mr. Jimenez. New York City. 

Mr. Morris. You are 40 years of age? 

Mr. Jimenez. Correct, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Born in New York in 1917? 

Mr. Jimenez. That is right, sir. 

Mr. Morris. You have a distinguished Army career, have you not? 

Mr. Jimenez. I did not hear the question. 

Mr. Morris. You have had a distinguished Army career, have you 
not, Mr. Jimenez? 

Mr. Jimenez. I think it was, sir, at least in the opinion of my com- 
manding officers, I was commended for it and decorated. 

Mr. Morrts. You were with the OSS during the war? 

Mr. Jrmenez. I was, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Will you tell us generally what your assignment was 
with the OSS? 
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Mr. Jimenez. Sir, I am going to have to assert the privilege of the 
fifth amendment on the question because it might not only incriminate 
me, but incriminate others and be prejudicial to the best interests of 
the United States. 

Mr. Morris. I think, Mr. Jimenez, you had better think about that. 
Do you want to refuse to answer under the privilege of the fifth 
amendment, or do you have some other reason for claiming it? You 
had better consult with your attorney. 

Mr. Jimenez. Well, sir, let me say the following: I am under oath 
from the Office of Strategic Services, under which I served, not to 
reveal, particularly with respect to my duties. 

Mr. Morris. I do not ask you to reveal particulars, I just wanted 
to know generally what you did. 

Mr. JrmEnEz. Oh, generally? 

Mr. Morris. Yes. 

Mr. Jimenez. Well, sir, I did, generally, intelligence and special 
operations work behind the enemy lines, and also within our own lines, 
during World War II. 

Mr. Morris. Were you an officer? 

Mr. Jimenez. I was, sir. 

Mr. Morris. What rank did you hold? 

Mr. Jimenez. I attained the rank of captain of the United States 
Army, which I held until April 1, 1953. 

Mr. Morris. During that period were you a Communist ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I am going to assert the privilege, sir, of the fifth 
amendment not to answer that question. 

Mr. Morris. You have been, until recently, a special representative 
for the LAM, have you not? 

Mr. Jimenez. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Would you tell us what that position was, of special 
representative of the [AM ? 

Mr. Jimenrz. You mean the duties? 

Mr. Morris. Yes. 

Mr. Jimenez. My duties were similar to those of other representa- 
tives of the union, which concerned itself with collective-bargaining 
matters and organizational campaigns in the general sense, or what- 
ever other assignments, I mean, of course, I was given by the union. 

Mr. Morris. Did you recently resign from that as special repre- 
sentative ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I did, sir. 

Mr. Morris. What do you do now? 

Mr. Jimenez. I am self-employed, sir. 

M. Morris. Tell us what you do as a self-employed person? 

Mr. Jimenez. I am self-employed as a labor relations consultant, 
and when unions and companies jointly solicit my assistance I help 
them on pension plans, welfare plans, and things of that kind. 

Mr. Morris. So now you consult with unions, rather than being a 
special representative ? 

Mr. Jimenez. That is correct, sir. At their initiative, if they think 
I can be of any assistance, I mean, they retain me. 

Mr. Morris. Do you represent any business concerns? 

Mr. Jimenez. Well, it is always joint, sir, both—biparty. In other 
words, when both parties agree that I can assist them, that is the kind 
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of work—of course, I just started very recently—that I have been 
doing. 

Mr. Morris. What firms do you represent in the work you have 
just described ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Right now I am on one job with the Blackstone Corp. 
Mr. Morris. What corporation ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Blackstone Corp. 

Mr. Morris. Where is that? 

Mr. Jimenez. Jamestown, N. Y. And I just completed a job a week 
two ago, sort of a mediation job. 

Mr. Morris. For what firm ? 

Mr. Jimenez. For the Art Metal Construction Co. 

Mr. Morris. Art Metal Construction Co. ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Where is that ? 

Mr. Jimenez. It is located in Jamestown, N. Y., also. 

Mr. Morris. At the same time you are a member of the IAM, are 
you not ? 

Mr. Jimenez. What is that? 

Mr. Morris. You still retain your membership with the IAM? 
Mr. Jimenez. I do not. 

Mr. Morris. Have you resigned from the union ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I resigned from the union. I was given an honorary 
‘ithdrawal card from the union. 

Mr. Morris. What is that? 

Mr. Jimenez. It means you are not longer in the union. 

Mr. Morris. When was that, I asked. 

Mr. Jimenez. That was sometime during the month of May. 

Mr. Morris. This past month? 

Mr. Jimenez. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Now while you had this position as special representa- 
tive of the IAM, were you a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I want to assert the same privilege, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Are you now a Communist? 

Mr. Jimenez. Most emphatically not. 

Mr. Morris. Were you a Communist yesterday ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I am going to assert the same privilege as I cited 
before. 

Mr. Morris. Were you a Communist prior to the time you consulted 
with Mr. Scribner, your counsel ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Same answer, sir. 

Mr. Morris. You have circulated Communist Party nominating 
petitions in New York City, have you not? 

Mr. Jimenez. Same answer, sir. 

Mr. Morris. I wonder if someone could show this to the witness? 

(Document was handed to the witness. ) 

Mr. Morris. The Communist Party nominating petition purports 
to bear your signature; I wonder if you would look at that. 

Chairman Eastianp. Identify it for the record. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Mandel, will you identify this document? 

Mr. Manpet. This is a photostat of a Communist Party nominating 
yetition for councilman, Borough of Brooklyn, city of New York, and 
it is dated September 1941, bearing the signature of Michael E. 
Jimenez. 
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Mr. Morris. Is that your signature ? 

Mr. Joenez. I want to assert the same answer as to the previous 
question, my privilege. 

Mr. Morris. Have you attended Communist Party meetings, Com- 
munist factions within the CIO at New Haven, Conn. ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I assert the same privilege, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Did you attend a Communist Party leadership school 
in Philadelphia, Pa., during the year 1945? 

Mr. Jmmenrz. During the major part of 1945, sir, I was in the Army 
of the United States, the major part of it overseas, and I do not recall 
during that year ever being in Philadelphia. 

Mr. Morris. When did you leave the OSS? 

Mr. Jimenez. As I recall it, it was either November-December of 
1945, sir, or in the fall. I do not recall the exact dates, it was quite 
a while ago. 

Mr. Morris. Did you ever attend a Communist leadership school 
in Philadelphia ? 

Mr. Jimenez. The answer still is the same, sir, I assert my privilege 
on that question. 

Mr. Morris. But you will say that you did not attend a Commu- 
nist leadership school run by the Communist Party in 1945? 

Mr. Jimenez. I have answered that already. I mean, I do not recall 
ever having been in ee I was in the yas i during that 
year, the major part of that year. And I am asserting the privilege 
with respect to the question as to ‘whether I attended anything there, 
and I have to do that because of the very nature of the questions you 
are asking 

Mr. Morris. When did yea first go to Philadelphia ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Frankl do not recall it. I mean, unless going 
through, or something ike t that, I do not recall having been in Phila- 
delphia, as such. 

Mr. Morris. In February 1946, did you attend a closed meeting of 
the Communist Party of the upstate district of New York State, at 
Buffalo, N. Y.? 

Mr. JiMENEz. Sir, I will have to assert again the same privilege, in 
view of the nature of this question. 

Mr. Morris: Did you, during the second week of February 1949, 
attend the closed Communist ‘Party meeting of Communist Party 
organizers at the Utica Hotel in Utica, N. Y.? 

Mr. Jimenez. The same answer, sir. 

Mr. Morris. That is, claiming your privilege under the fifth amend- 
ment ? 

Mr. Jimenez. Correct, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Have you run for the position of comptroller, State of 
New York, on the American Labor Party ticket? 

Mr. Jimenez. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. In what year? 

Mr. Jimenez. I do not recall the year, sir, to be frank with you. It 
must have been the late forties, I think. I am not certain. I mean, 
the answer is, yes, I did. I do not recall the year specifically. 

Mr. Morris. Do you know Fred Gardner? 

Mr. Jimenez. Well, sir, in view of the previous statements, ques- 
tions I heard, with respect to this Mr. Gardner, I am going to assert 
the same privilege. 
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Mr. Morris. Did you know that he has testified that you were a 
member of the Communist Party ¢ 

Mr. Jimenez. I did not know that, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Do you know a man named Jack Sariv? 

Mr. Jimenez. What was the name? 

Mr. Morris. Sariv, S-a-r-i-v. 

Mr. Jumenez. Sir, I do not recall any such name. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Chairman, I have no more questions of this wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Sourwine, do you have any questions? 

Mr. Sourwrne. I would like to ask one. 

Mr. Jimenez, do I understand that you make a practice of repre- 
senting both sides in labor disputes ? 

Mr. Jimenez. At their joint request, sir, I do; yes, sir. 

Mr. Sourwine. How de you arrive at that joint request? Does one 
of them come to you first, and you then consult the other, or do you 
require that they both come to you together? 

Mr. Jimenez. So far, the requests have been submitted jointly by 
both parties. 

Mr. Sourwrne. In other words, they have to get together on your 
selection, and then you try to get them together on something else; 
is that it? 

Mr. Jimenez. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Sourwine. Were you, in 1941-42, engaged in the organizing of 
the Emerson Electric Co., New York City? 

Mr. JrmeneEz. I may have been. 

Mr. Sourwrine. Were you in that same period, 1941-42, engaged in 
organizing the Winchester Repeating Arms Co., New Haven, Conn. ? 

Mr. Jimenez. I may have been, sir; yes. 

Mr. Sourwrynz. Were you at that time a member of the Communist 
Party ? 

Mr. Jimenez. The answer to that, sir, is the same as I answered the 
question before; I was asserting my privilege. 

Mr. Sourwrne. I have no more questions. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Chairman, I would like to offer for the record the 
Communist Party nominating petition. 

Chairman Easttanp. It may be made a part of the record.

TESTIMONY OF STERLING NEAL, LOUISVILLE, KY., ACCOMPANIED 
BY JAMES T. WRIGHT, HIS ATTORNEY 


Mr. Morris. Will you give your name and adress to the reporter. 

Mr. NEAL. Sterling Neal, 1741 West Armsby, Louisville, Ky. 

Mr. Morris. Is that spelled N-e-a-l? 

Mr. Neat. N-e-a-l. 

Mr. Morris. What is your present business or occupation? 

Mr. Neat. I am a special representative for the International As- 
sociation of Machinists. 

Mr. Morrts. Will you describe for us the nature of the work that 
you do in that capacity ? 

Mr. Neau. Well, I assist the local unions in their contract negotia- 
tions, grievance handling, and whenever the ocassion offers itself I 
attempt to organize new shops, new plants, into the union. 

Mr. Morris. How long ia you been doing that work for the 
International Association of Machinists? 

Mr. Nea. As of September 1, 1956. 

Mr. Morris. With what companies do you work? 

Mr. Neat. You mean, with what companies do I deal ? 

Mr. Morris. Do you deal, yes. 

Mr. Neat. Well, in assisting local unions, I deal with a number of 
companies. There is’ Master Electric Co., Sidney Machine Tool 
Co.— 

Mr. Morris. Where are these companies? Will you say where they 
are ? 

Mr. Neat. The Master Electric Co. is in Dayton, Ohio; Sidney 
Machine Tool Co., in Sidney, Ohio. 

Mr. Morrts. Are any of these plants defense plants ? 

Mr. Nzat. I did not get the question. 

Mr. Morris. Are any of these plants, companies—do they do work 
for the Federal Government, defense work ? 

Mr. Neat. Iam not sure. I absolutely do not know. 

Mr. Morris. Are you a member of the Communist Party, Mr. 
Neal? 

Mr. Neat. No, I am not. 

Mr. Morrts. Were you a Communist earlier today ? 

Mr. Nuat. I assert the privilege of the fifth amendment and refuse 
to answer the question. 

Mr. Morris. When you were in executive session 40 minutes ago, 
were you a member of the Communist Party at that time? 

Mr. Neat. I assert the privilege of the fifth amendment. 
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Mr. Morris. I would like the record to show that my recollection is 
while we had an executive session—and if I am wrong on this, will 
you correct me—we asked if you were presently a Communist, during 
the executive session, just about 11 o’clock, in Senator Eastland’s 
office, and you claimed privilege under the fifth amendment. Is that 
correct ¢ 

Counsel, have you identified yourself for the record ? 

Mr. Wrieut. No. My nameis J.T. Wright. 

Mr. Morris. W-r-i-g-h-t? 

Mr. Wricur. Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Morris. Have I stated the record correctly ? 

Mr. Wricur. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. You are not now a Communist; is that it? 

Mr. Neat. That is correct. 

Mr. Morris. You have written for the March of Labor; you have 
written articles for that, have you not? 

Mr. Neat. I assert the privilege of the fifth amendment and refuse 
to answer the question. 

Mr. Morris. Do you refuse to tell us whether you wrote articles for 
the publication called the March of Labor; is that right? 

Mr. Neat. I assert the privilege of the fifth amendment and re- 
fuse to answer the question. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Chairman, Mr. Mandel has a photostatic copy of 
an article which has all the appearances of having been written by 
the witness here today. 

Would you show this to the witness ? 

(A document was exhibited to the witness.) 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Chairman, I offer this for the record. 

Mr. Mandel, will you identify it, please?

A recent struggle by FE-UE (United Electrical, Radio & Machine Workers of 
America) local 236 at the Louisville, Ky., plant of International Harvester Co. 
shows how complete negro-white unity can be achieved among the workers—and 
how it pays off in dollars and cents for the white workers as well as the negroes. 

The struggle revolved around the job of a negro worker, who transferred into a 
predominantly white department. The supervisor tried to keep the negro from 
qualifying on his new job, and the white workers rallied 100 percent to his 
support. They even took a 3-day suspension rather than give up the fight. 








4268 SCOPE OF SOVIET ACTIVITY IN THE UNITED STATES 


DENIED SENIORITY RIGHTS 


The supervisor of this department is notorious for discriminatory practices 
in dealing with both white and negro workers. There is a long list of incidents 
in which workers were denied their seniority rights on job openings. Also, in 
many cases, older men were disqualified while younger men who were friends 
of the foreman got the best jobs. 

This was possible because the department was set up on three major classifi- 
cations, and the lower classification was used as a training ground for the highest 
classification. Workers in the middle classification could not advance to the top 
classification. This meant that the older workers who accepted the middle 
classification in order to make more money were termed unqualified by the 
foreman whenever a job opening came in the highest class. 

This was the situation when Roger Elliott, a negro, transferred into the depart- 
ment in March to replace a shorter service employee in the lower classification. 
The supervisor tried every method he could to block the transfer and to keep 
Elliott from getting a job which would eventually prepare him for the highest 
job in the department. 


Mr. Morris. Mr. Chairman, in view of the responses of the witness, 
I think I have no more questions to ask.

Scorn on Boatin’s ‘Singing.’ ” 

Stellato, president of UAW-Ford local 600, apparently is criticiz- 
ing Boatin, the witness for this committee, because he answered the 
questions of the subcommittee.

MUTUAL ASSISTANCE Pact SIGNED IN HAWAII By LONGSHORE AND Mayor AFL-CIO 
UNIONS 


San Francisco, June 3.—A mutual assistance pact that spells “Pick on one— 
pick on all” was agreed to in Hawaii between the International Longshoremen’s 
and Warehousemen’s Union and the major AFL-CIO unions on the islands, ac- 
cording to the Dispatcher, journal of the ILWU. 

The Declaration of Mutual Assistance was unanimously approved by ILWU, 
Local 142, largest union in Hawaii; the Building and Construction Trades Coun- 
cil; Teamsters, Local 996 and Restaurant Workers, Local 5. In all, 15 local 
unions are involved in the pact which the ILWU terms “historic” for the islands. 

The keynote of the statement approved says: 

“Pick on one—pick on all. 

“We hereby serve notice that any employer who picks on one of us will find 
he is picking on all of us.” 

Reporting the development, the Dispatcher runs a photo showing the signing 
of the pact at AFL-CIO Unity House by Arthur A. Rutledge, president of the 
Building Trades Council, and Jack W. Hall, regional director of the ILWU in 
Hawaii still awaiting his appeal from a Smith Act conviction. 

The new-found unity developed out of a breakfast arranged by Rutledge 
February 24 at Kaiulani Hotel. The pact was signed a day after settlement 
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of the City Transfer strike in Honolulu in which the ILWU backed the team- 
sters by refusing to work the steamship Lurline if nonunion teamsters were used 
to haul its baggage to a hotel. 

A subcommittee of three AFL-CIO representatives had been working on the 
mutual assistance pact. The declaration calls for unity to turn the predomi- 
nantly open-shop area into one of strong unionism, and to combat the ‘Antilabor 
hysteria that has been building up on the basis of the McClellan committee ex 
posures of corruption in the teamsters’ union. Note is taken that there is no 
taint of corruption in the labor movement of Hawaii. 

The mutual assistance pact is a radical departure from years of hostility be 
tween the ILWU, which includes the longshore, warehouse, sugar, and plantation 
workers, and some of the other unions. The top leadership of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, notably Dave Beck, have long threatened a destruc- 
tive raiding drive on the ILWU. 

Signing of the pact is also a blow at the unionbusters of the islands who have 
used the Red-baiting technique against the ILWU, an independent union expelled 
from the CIO in 1949.

STELLATO Pours Scorn ON Boatin’s “Srneine’’, May 14 


DearBorN.—Carl Stellato, president of UAW-Ford Local 600, poured scorn on 
a member of his local, Paul Boatin, for Boatin’s “singing” to a Senate Internal 
Security hearing in Washington, May 14. Boatin faces charges by Stellato 
because of claims he made that Stellato tried to buy off a member of Boatin’s 
election slate with a $205 a week job. Boatin in a letter to UAW president 
Walter Reuther made the charge, asked for an investigation, but sent copies of 
the letter, which is union matters, to the antilabor Detroit newspapers, who of 
course made the most of it. Stellato charged he was slandered ; 16 other people 
are named in the charges with Boatin. When this story broke several weeks 
ago Dixiecrat Senator Eastland hastened to place a subpena in Boatin’s hand, 
figuring a job could be done for Ford against the union. 

Boatin went through the plant showing the subpena, telling all and sundry 
he would have something to ‘‘tell Eastland.” He sure did, according to reports 
he “sang” like a bird, producing on the stand all the pat anti-Communist “disil- 
lusionments” some of his odius predecessors have done. He of course brought 
it up to date, throwing in Hungary and the 20th Congress of the CPSU for 
“authenticity.” 

Boatin “sang” in executive session for about an hour, according to Stellato, 
then was put on the witness stand for some minutes. This gave the press copy 
for anti-Communist stories. He was whipped off quickly, and Stellato charges 
he will be a star witness in future witch hunts. 

In contrast to this was the principle trade union position of Walter Dorsh, 
recording secretary of the Ford Local 600 Tool and Die unit. Dorosh refused to 
accommodate United States Senator Butler who wanted to open a quiz on what 
was the “progressive caucus” in Ford 600. Butler wanted Dorosh to name 
people who worked with him, all of which the well-known shop leader and key 
progressive in Ford 600 scornfully declined to do. 

Carl Stellato defended Dorosh’s right not to be a stool pigeon and his right 
to use the fifth amendment to protect members of the union from attack by the 
foes of labor like Butler and his crew of witch hunters. 

Two other members of the local, John Orr, vice president, and Jimmy Watts, 
editor of Ford Facts, were also subpenaed. As far as is known they conducted 
themselves like trade unionists. They were quizzed in an executive session. 
Stellato accompanied them into the sessions as a consultant. 

A Michigan Communist Party spokesman commenting on reports of Boatin’s 
testimony said that it seems strange that only in 1957, after Boatin’s reinstate- 
ment to office in his local union, did it occur to him to declare that he had become 
“disillusioned” in the Communist Party as a result of events in the Soviet Union 
and other Socialist countries. 

The party spokesman said further that the fact is that long before these 
supposed events, Boatin was expelled from the party in Detroit because he in- 
sisted on placing his personal ambitions above the needs of preserving unity in 
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the ranks of his fellow unionists. It had been hoped that time and further 
experience might teach Boatin, as it has many others, that the unity of labor in 
the face of political witch hunting and employer efforts to divide and weaken 
labor would have changed his attitude. Unfortunately he seems instead to be 
continuing on a course calculated to serve his own advancement without regard 
to the democratic rights and organizational needs of his fellow workers. 

Mr. Morris. Senator Eastland, the next schedule on these hearings 
will be on some of the farm equipment workers who have gone into 
the IAM. And, Senator, there is one more witness here.

Dear Mr. Sayre: I have your letter of April 11 with regard to Mr. Hiss and 
can understand your difficulties in arranging for his temporary detail to this 
Department in view of the opposition of his superiors in the Division of Philip- 
pine Affairs. 

As you perhaps have heard, the hearing in the Bridges case has been con- 
tinued pending the disposition by the Supreme Court of a petition for a writ 
of certiorari in another immigration case involving the same legal problem. 
Should the Court’s decision make it necessary to hold further hearings in the 
Bridges matter, I should appreciate it at that time if you could arrange mat- 
ters in your Department so that Mr. Hiss could be assigned to the case again. 
As you know, his transfer to the State Department was a source of serious con- 
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cern to the legal staff here as he was the only member fully cognizant of the 
various aspects of this important immigration case. 

If the case is marked up for hearing again, I hope to be able to give you ample 
notice so that arrangements which will not inconvenience his division can be 
made in advance.

Dear Mr. Canty: I have had several communications from Mr. Haff with 
regard to the Harry Bridges deportation case, which I have discussed with Mr. 
Thomas B. Shoemaker, my legal deputy, who will be in charge of the presenta- 
tion of this case in San Francisco on the 25th. Mr. Shoemaker will leave Wash- 
ington early next week, and will contact you in San Francisco upon his arrival. 
He has been studying the reports of Inspector in Charge Phelan and others and, 
I think, has a fine grip of the whole problem. 

Secretary Perkins was misquoted in saying that the conditions of the hearing 
would be determined at the district office in San Francisco. The newspapermen 
were pressing her for information regarding the method of conducting the hear- 
ings, along lines in which she was not prepared to give a statement. In avoid- 
ing the issue, she made some remark about local practices which was misinter- 
preted in a way which you doubtless saw in the newspapers. 

It is our plan not to have open hearings in the Bridges case, although, of course, 
the alien may be represented by a reasonable number of attorneys, and witnesses 
may have their attorneys present to protect their rights. It has never been the 
custom of the Immigration Service to hold open hearings and, in as controversial 
a case as the Bridges case, it would be bad judgment to depart from an old, 
established custom. I know that this will bring us considerable criticism from 
the Hearst press and others, as the newspapers would like to make this a Roman 
holiday, with day-by-day reports of the progress of the testimony. 

I believe that a full transcript of all the testimony should, and will, be given 
to the press at the end of the hearings. On account of the wide public interest 
in this particular case, it is only the part of fairness to the American people to 
inform them, through the press, as to how the investigation has been conducted 
and what the results have been. 

Secretary Perkins yesterday agreed that the above facts would be given to the 
press here in Washington immediately. I do not know the exact release date, 
as that matter has been left in the hands of J. V. FitzGerald, Director of Informa- 
tion of the Department of Labor. All information on that point must be handled 
from Washington ; please do not give out anything. 

In this connection, I am enclosing a copy of a letter which I recently wrote to 
H. L. Knowles, chairman of the radical research committee of the Amerian Legion 
in San Francisco. I had hoped that a public announcement of our proposed 
method of handling this matter would be ready earlier. You may recall that 
Mr. Knowles wrote me, urging that we should not hold open hearings, as he felt 
the safety of witnesses would be jeopardized. 

Donald Hiss, formerly Assistant Solicitor of the Department of Labor and now 
a member of the legal staff of the Department of State, will preside at the Bridges 
hearing. He has been appointed an acting immigration inspector for this pur- 
pose. The development of the case against Bridges will be in the hands of 
Thomas B. Shoemaker, Legal Deputy Commissioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, and Raphael P. Bonham, district director at Seattle. 

I have had a great disappointment in my efforts to procure adequate protection 
for witnesses. I realized the dangers outlined in Inspector in Charge Phelan’s 
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letter of April 11. I therefore applied to the Attorney General of the United 
States for the cooperation of United States marshals in the various cities where 
parts of this hearing will take place. The Attorney General’s office has answered, 
however, that it is held to be neither legal nor practical to use the United States 
marshals in such a way. It may be that I can persuade the Department of Justice 
to change this ruling, but we cannot rely on such an assumption. 

It is, therefore, necessary to enlist the help of the local police for the protection 
of our witnesses, insofar as we are not able to provide such protection through 
the staff of our own district offices. I feel sure that the San Francisco police 
will cooperate wholeheartedly in this matter and that I can rely on you and Mr. 
Haff to make the best arrangements possible in this regard. 

We are somewhat worried about the decision recently handed down in New 
Orleans by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals of the Fifth Circuit in the 
case of Strocker v. Kessler. This was a case of several years’ standing, where 
we had a deportation warrant against an alien named George Joseph Strocker, 
who freely admitted that he had been a member of the Communist Party in the 
1932 election and had worked, spoken, and distributed literature for the election 
of the Communist ticket. The bench of three judges handed down the decision, 
which was rather clearcut, to the effect that membership in the Communist 
Party is not in itself a ground for deportation under the immigration laws. 
This decision is directly contradictory of numerous other decisions, but, as it 
stands, is somewhat prejudicial to our case for deporting Bridges on the basis 
of mere membership in the Communist Party. 

I will keep you posted as to any further developments.
